Tbi Ohiof Engrinoar's Trip to the End 
of tho'Survoy. 

Winnipeg, Man., Aug. 22. — Gen. 
Kosser, chief engineer Canadian] Paci- 
fic railway, has]|returned from a visit 
to the end of the survey, lie drove 
the entire distance with a team, the 
journey there and back [occupying two 
weeks. He reports the air-line between 
this city and Portage La Prairie all 
under contract, and that it will be op- 
en for traffic on the first of October. 
West of Portage La Prairie the rails 
are laid two miles beyond Rine creek, 
and continue to be laid at the rate of 
one and a half miles per day. The 
grading of the line is finished to Bran- 
don, and four miles beyond it pilc3 are 
being delivered on the banks of the 
Assiuiboine at Braudon, and pile-driv- 
ing for the new bridge will commence 
immediately. The structure will be 
completed in time for traffic to open 
to Brandon on the first of October. 
The general reports that contractors 
are at work over the entire main line 
and projected branches within the pro- 
vince and twenty miles into the Nortli- 
West territories. The chief engineer 
went as far west as Weed hills, on the 
river Qu'Appelle, to which point the 
line hasbeen located by Mr. Brereton. 
At that point the engineer connects 
with Mr. Barclay, who has located the 
line still further west to Old Wives' 
lake crossing the Qu'Appelle at Moose 
.law creek. The general further re- 
ports .Major Rogers as having com 
pleted his reconnoisanco of the Hooky 
mountains, and that he has effected 
junction with the survey parties under 
Mr. ITyndman at Old Bow, beyond 
Port C'olgarra. Major Itogers will here 
direct the men to make instrumental 
surveys of the passes he has not recon- 
noitered, and is very sanguine of ulti- 
mate success.

THE lutTKHKL KXI'LOSIOS, 

The causn of the disaster to Her Ma- 
jesty's Hlii[> Dottrel upon which an ex- 
plosion occurred while in tin: straits of 
Magellan is still a mystery. The report 
which recently appeared in the Timet 
to the effect that the divers had found 
that one boiler was missing altogether 
turns out to have been incorrect. The 
official report states that both boilers 
were found uninjured and no cause for 
the accident can be discovered. This of 
course upsets I he theory that the ex- 
plosion of one of thn boilers caused the 
disaster, which rested upon the first re- 
port alleging that one of the boilers 
could not be found. The belief has be 
come pretty general in England that 
the Fenians wen; at the bottom tff it, 
and that after all O'Donovan Rossa's 
boast was not altogether an empty one. 
It will be remembered that nt the time 
of the sinking of the Doterel [Ioksa 
said in the United Irishman, his journ 
al, that a Fenian correspondent of the 
paper "laid" the "work that sunk the 
enemy's ship." Lieut. Pitt, who per 
sonally inspected the wreck, gave before 
the court of inquiry the opinion that 
bunkers were only blown up by the ef- 
fects of the explosion originating in the 
magazine, A letter was read from the 
captain of the Turquoise, who, sum 
Diarizing the evidence he had collected 
on the spot, believes the explosion 
originated in the magazine. He 
says 145 steamers had anchored on the 
tame spot previous to the visit of (hi; 
Doterel, and subsequent to any possible 
laying of torpedoes by the Chilians. 
The wreck has been found to be broken 
in two. Only twelve whole bodies have 
been brought up from the wreck, two 
being those of officers and the reniaind 
cr of sailors. Si\ large guns, a mit- 
railleuse and some ammunition have 
been recovered. The boilers liavti been 
found intact. 



A STRANGE ClIAJiUE Ob' UEJIE8Y. 

Mrs. A. 1!. Cooper, a respectable 
married lady, is on trial before the San 
Francisco Presbytery upon a charge of 
heresy. The lady, who is a cousin of 
the noted Bob Inoerholl, lias for sev- 
eral years been the leader of a Bible 
class in Tiev. Mr. 11 kmpiiill'h church. 
The meetings of the class have been 
largely attended by young men and 
women and the lady has propounded 
ami explained the Scriptures after an 
original method. She- taught these 
young Presbyterians that the doctrine 
of the Trinity is an error. She taught 
that Clou reigns alone and supreme — 
that C'uuist and the Holy Ghost have 
no influence in Cod's kingdom, and she 
abolished I Tell. She told the young 
people that the Hell was all on earth. 
If they did wrong they suffered here 
and that the Hereafter that awaited 
them was one of perfect peace and hap- 
piness. The effect of this teaching soon 
became manifest upon the minds of the 
attendants of the class. From out-and- 
out Prcsbytcrianisru some inclined to- 
wards Universalism and Unitarianism 
and not a few, wo fear, towards skepti- 
cism. The elders of the church decided 
that the teaching was subversive of the 
true faith and cited .Mrs. C'oOPKi: to 
appear before the Presbytery for trial. 
The case was proceeding when the 
steamer sailed. Public interest was 
greatly excited and it was thought that 
should the charge of heresy be sustain- 
ed Mrs. Cooper's followers will secede 
and found a church of their own. The 
uflair is regarded with much regret by 
the Christians of San Francisco. 

THRIFTY EXCI.A.Xh. 

The total amount of deposits in the 
British postoffice savings banks had on 
the 31st of December 1880, reached 
the sum of X33.7 1 1 ,G37, an increase of 
XT, 732,503 over the amount reached 
on the corresponding day in 1879. This 
increase, too, was made notwithstand- 
ing the operation of the act for enabl 
ing depositors and others haviny sums 
from .CIO to £'100 to invest to pur- 
chase government stock through the 
postoffice at very trilling cost. Between 
the 22d of November and the 31st of 
March the amount of stock thus pur- 
chased by transfer of savings' account 
and by new deposits aggregated 1'382,- 
1 29. This was invested by about 0,300 
and the sales during the time did not 
exceed 17,500. The success of this at- 
tempt to promote thrift is thus seen to 
be very encouraging.

Anothor Grass Firo. 

An alarm of fire was sounded about 
noon yesterday from the Deluge hell, fol- 
lowed by the Tiger and Hooka, and the 
the lire department with their usual alac- 
rity were in a few minutes en route for 
the scene of the lire.

Gentlemen. — Referring to a conver- 
sation held this day with a deputation 
from the Council I now make the fol- 
lowing proposition as to lighting the 
streets : 

1. To enter into a contract to light the 
city for three years. 

2. To furnish pillar service pipes, taps 
and burners. 

3. To light, extinguish ami clean Ihe 
lanterns. 

4. To furnish gas through a live foot 
burner for tho price of $1.50 a lamp per 
month the year round. 

The Council to keep lanterns in re- 
pair. 

The contract to be cancelled in tho 
event of the electric light coming into 
permanent use fur lighting the streets. 

I shall require seven days notice before 
lighting and during the timo thu lanterns 
should be painted and cleaned as in their 
present state they are not lit for use. 
Yours faithfully, 
(Signed) C. W. R. Thomson, 

Sec. Victoria (las Co. 

The agreement based on tho above pro- 
positions was then read; the last clause of 
which provided that as soon as 81 lamps 
shall be used tho price of gas to be reduc- 
ed to $4 per lamp per month. 

Coun. Shakespeare was glad this ques- 
tion was in a fair way for being amicably 
settled. Had thu matter been in proper 
hands it would have been settled long 
ago. Mr. Thomson was quite willing to 
make arrangements and tho bargain was 
in evory way a better one than the Coun- 
cil really expected. The bargain wduld 
effect a saving to the city of $200 per an- 
num. The cost of tho burners, $185, 
would also be saved by the present agree- 
ment, making a total of $385 for the en- 
suing year. He would, therefore, move 
the following resolution : 

That this Council empower His Wor- 
ship the Mayor to execute tho agreement 
between the Victoria Gaa Co. and the 
corporation upon the terms and condi- 
tions as are contained therein for the 
lighting of tho city with gas for three 
years commencing from 1st October, 1881. 

Seconded by Coun. Wriglesworth. 

Coun. McLean was pleased at tho satis- 
factory solution of the gas question. He 



replied to the allegation of Coun. Shakes- 
peare imputing blame to him in this mat- 
ter. Tho agreement now about being en- 
tered into was, ho considered, not so fav- 
orable as had been represented. It would 
only be a saving of about $'.(5. and refer- 
red to figures in support of his contention. 
He considered it was absolutely necessary 
that the cityshouldbolightedjuitthereare 
many expenses to be borne in mind with 
reference to the matter,and thosu expenses 
would reduce tho gain claimed by Coun. 
Shakespeare to §95. 

Coun. Boyd was opposed to the Oas. 
Company getting a three years contract, 
lie contended that the electric light should 
bo looked after and introduced as soon as 
possible. Some members of the Council 
had stultified themselves on thiagas ques- 
tion. 

Coun. Wriglesworth considered that the 
agreement was a satisfactory one, and one 
that he could conscientiously vote for. 

Coun. Smith remarked that Cuun. 
Shakespeare was always opposed to gas 
and would have had the city lighted with 
coal oil before this timo if he could have 
had his own way. There would be less 
light through a live foot burner than 
through the six foot one. To test tho 
question of difference between a live-foot 
and a six-foot one he would like to see 
tho two side by side; then it could he 
tested. 

Coun. Kinsman remarked that with the 
new burners Mr. Thomson stated that 
the light would bo a better one. There 
would be a considerable saving under the 
proposed arrangement. He contended 
that the Oas Co.'s former proposition had 
not been accepted but thai a better one 
had been obtained. 

Conn. Shakespeare, in reply to Coun. 
Boyd's assertion that councillors had 
stultified themselves, asserted that they 
had done no such thing. He contended 
that the street committee, especially the 
chairman, had not done their duty. Tn 
reply to Coun. Smith he contended thai 
ho had never been in favor of lighting 
thocitywithcoaloil. (He continued at 
some length amid interruptions from 
Couns. Smith and .McLean, and calls of 
order from the mayor.) He maintained 
that his figures were current in the saving 
that would be effected by entering ml., 
the proposed arrangement. 

Coun. Smith contended that u was the 
minority that had brought about I he sat- 
isfactory arrangement proposed. 

A bylaw on the gas qucssiou was then 
read a first time. 

Coun. Shakespeare moved that Wed- 
nesday, 28th inst.. be fixed for taking the 
municipal Vote on the by-law. Seconded 
and carried. 

It was then moved that the returning 
officer should receive $7.50 for his day's 
work and the deputies $5 each. Carried, 

His Worship reminded tho Council that 
the dark nights were coming on and the 
gas company should be notified to light 
the streets as soon as possible. 

The clerk was instructed to notify the 
secretary accordingly, and in the mean- 
time tho lamps are to be cleaned.

The Board of Trado Address,

sented to Sir (Jharles Tupper in the 
name of the British Columbia Hoard of
